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Three charged with defacing Veteran's Wall

Two adults and a juvenile not 
only face charges for slinging 
mud on the Veteran’s Wall, they 
are also facing the ire of local 
veterans. 

Casey M. Allen, 20, of 7216 
Dry Creek Road, Elk Horn, Er¬ 
ica Tetreault, 19, of 1168 East 
Ky. 70, Liberty, and a 15-year- 
old unnamed juvenile were all 
cited on July 7 about 9 p.m. by 
Officer George Emerson and 
charged with second-degree 
disorderly conduct and third- 
degree criminal mischief. 

Shortly before 9 p.m., Jerry 


Rodgers, of 145 Ky. 1547, Lib¬ 
erty, was driving past Veteran’s 
Wall — located at the junc¬ 
tion of Ky. 49 and Hustonville 
Street — when he saw Allen, 
Tetreault, and the juvenile cov¬ 
ered in mud. 

“When I rode by I seen five 
kids — two of them was mud¬ 
dy, real, real muddy. I just got 
out of my truck and walked 
across the street and said ‘What 
are you doing’ and she said, 
‘We’re writing our names on 
there.’ I said, ‘No, you’re not. 
My name’s on this wall too and 
Em a veteran and Em not go¬ 
ing to put up with anything like 
this,”’ Rodgers said. The other 


two children that Rodgers saw 
weren’t involved. 

Rodgers then called E-911 
and asked that police respond 
to the scene. 

According to court records, 
the trio admitted to Emerson 
that they wrote on the wall and 
left three muddy handprints, a 
heart shaped-symbol, the letters 
“BFF” and “RIP.” 

In addition, it appears in po¬ 
lice photographs that one of the 
three backed up to the wall and 
left a muddy imprint of their 
buttocks, said Liberty Police 
Chief Steven Garrett.

As an illustration of the 
uncertainties and expected 
changes in healthcare re¬ 
form, a major component 
of the plan has changed. 

Last week, The Casey 
County News published 
the first in a series of ar¬ 
ticles on the Affordable 
Care Act (ACA) will af¬ 
fect readers and the com¬ 
munity. 

The article focused on 
regulations and changes 
businesses will be facing. 

On July 2, just after 


presstime, the Obama ad¬ 
ministration announced a 
key provision of the ACA 
has been delayed. 

The employer mandate 
will still require business¬ 


es with 50 or more full¬ 
time employees to provide 
health insurance to em¬ 
ployees who work more 
than 30 hours per week, 
but a Jan. 1, 2014 deadline 


has been extended one 
year to Jan. 1, 2015. 

After that date, all laws 
pertaining to ACA will be 
in effect - including the 
individual health insur¬ 
ance mandate requiring 
individuals to purchase in¬ 
surance or be penalized. 

Run for cover(age) 

One of the main man¬ 
dates of healthcare reform 
is everyone will - by law - 
have health coverage. 

People who presently 
have medical insurance 
coverage - personally or 
through their place of em¬ 


ployment - may not see 
many, if any, changes. 

But those who don’t 
have coverage will have to 
secure it or be penalized. 

An avenue which may 
be helpful to both the un¬ 
insured and insured is the 
Health Benefit Exchange 
(HBE).

Last July, Gov. Steve 
Beshear signed an execu¬

Show respect 
for our veterans 

There’s a difference between “mischievous” 
and “disrespectful.” 

The lead story in this week’s newspaper about 
vandalism at our Veterans’ Memorial Park may 
bring tears to your eyes. 

Police reports said on Sunday two adults and one 
juvenile were found covered in mud at the memo¬ 
rial, and the three allegedly wrote on the wall and 
left muddy hand prints on the wall. 

To add insult to injury, authorities also believe 
one of the suspects may have pressed their muddy 
backside against names on the wall. 

Also, consider this act was done just three days 
after the Fourth of July - the day we celebrate our 
nation’s independence. 

We cannot fathom what would make anyone 
think it was “cool” or “funny” to deface a memo¬ 
rial to Casey Countians who unselfishly served 
our county. 

It is painful to imagine one of our very own tak¬ 
ing their last breath - on the battlefield, a beach¬ 
head, or in a hail of bullets - to give someone the 
freedom to deface what many consider hallowed 
ground. 

As this incident goes through the court system, 
a judge may wish to take the opportunity to edu¬ 
cate these three about pride, patriotism, honor and 
respect. 

Perhaps the trio could clean every square inch 
of the monument with a toothbrush - with local 
veterans as supervisors. 

Maybe they could meet with family members of 
those whose names were defaced and offer a face- 
to-face apology. 

Or may we suggest they place flowers on the 
graves of those who made the ultimate sacrifice. 

The Veterans’ Memorial Wall is much stronger 
than the materials of which it’s built.

I was saddened to leam 
on Sunday morning that 
James Roberts, my friend 
and fellow staff writer 
at The Central Kentucky 
News Journal in Camp- 
bellsville had died at age 
36 from complications fol¬ 
lowing a year-long battle 
with leukemia. 

James was a good, no, 
great staff writer who al¬ 
ways did his job as a jour¬ 
nalist in a professional 
manner. 

A diminutive and quiet 
man, he also had a dry 
sense of humor and could 
come out with things that 
made one laugh.

When I interned at the 
CKNJ in the summer of 
2008 before beginning 
my career here in Casey 
County, James was a men¬ 
tor and friend. 

I recall that my car was 
having mechanical prob¬ 
lems and I needed to take 
it to Don Franklin Ford in 
Columbia for repair. 

Since my wife worked 
and couldn’t follow me, I 
asked James to drive my 
car and I would follow him 
in my wife’s car. 

He replied that he didn’t 
drive other people’s cars 
and then began telling me 
about wrecks he’d had 
growing up in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. And he recounted 
the story with a laugh that 
made me feel sorry for him 
yet feel good about him 
laughing about it. I know, 
it’s hard to describe but it 
made me smile. 

After James was diag¬ 
nosed last year with leu¬ 
kemia, he told me about an 
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experience he had in the U 
of L Hospital. An experi¬ 
ence that changed his life 
and eternity. 

James said he wasn’t a 
Christian and just didn’t 
get the whole “Jesus” and 
“Bible” thing. But on that 
fateful day, as James was 
contemplating his physical 
and spiritual condition, he 
looked up and saw a vision 
of Jesus and the glory of 
the Lord filled his hospital 
room. 

“I get it Lord,” James 
said, and with that simple 
declaration, asked Jesus 
Christ to forgive him of his 
sin and save his soul. 

After that life-changing 
encounter, James had the 
rock-solid conviction that 
his destiny was fixed and 
no matter when he would 
physically die, he would 
receive a heavenly body 
and would live for all eter¬ 
nity in heaven. 

Every person on this 
earth can decide for them¬ 
selves what they choose to 
believe about Jesus, Bud¬ 
dha, Mohammed, Hare 
Krishna, or any other reli¬ 
gion or no religion at all. 

But I believe James 
chose correctly by follow¬ 
ing the words of Joshua in 
the Old Testament. 

“As for me and my 
house, we will serve the 
Lord.” Wise words that 
reap eternal benefits.

Green beans, my heart's desire 


Lavem Zimmerman has 
made me a happy woman! 
Last week I got my first 
“mess” of white half-runners 
at his produce market and 
there’s been a smile on my 
face ever since. There is noth¬ 
ing, in my opinion, like the 
first half-runners of the sea¬ 
son. Actually, the last ones of 
the season before fall sets in 
are special, too. Harold Buis 
fed my addiction last year 
when he shared his end-of- 
season half-runners with me. 

I think it’s a hoot that peo¬ 
ple actually raise varieties like 
Tenderette, Blue Lake, and 
Jade green beans. Those suck¬ 
ers have about as much flavor 
as a handful of grass, maybe 
even less. You could add half 
a pound of bacon grease and 
they’d still have no flavor. So 
what if they are stringless? 
The only thing they are good 
for is pickling. 

Pickling green beans 
brings me to another person 
- Billie Roark. Her recipe 
for dilly beans made me a

happy woman. I did buy lots 
of skinny, stringless beans 
last summer after I ate Bil¬ 
lie’s dilly beans that someone 
else had canned. I ended up 
canning 52 pints of them and 
ate about 35 pints before the 
season was over. I would put 
ajar in the refrigerator to chill 
and then would eat about half 
of them in one sitting. I tried 
to pretend the reason I was 
eating them was because they 
were better for me than potato 
chips. No use! They really are 
just plain good. 

Another variety of beans 
that I adore is greasy beans 
but I can never find them. 
They are as good as the half¬ 
runners. Does anyone know 
anyone who raises and sells 
them? Give me a call. I don’t 
want a bushel -1 just want a 


couple of “messes”. 

A neighbor of mine when I 
was much younger, Mildred 
Whipp, raised something she 
called brown bunch beans. 
They weren’t pole beans. 
They were out of this world 
and were so loaded with pro¬ 
tein that you felt like you had 
eaten a steak when you ate 
them. I never see them these 
days, I’m sorry to say. 

Have we gotten away from 
all the wonderful old-time 
varieties that people used 
to raise years ago? What¬ 
ever happened to rattlesnake 
beans? They were delicious, 
too. I’m going to write Mr. 
Earl Randolph and ask him 
all the ones he remembers. He 
knows eveiything that’s truly 
important that you won’t see 
on the nightly news. 

For those of you who 
would like to try them, here is 
the dilly beans recipe (with a 
few modifications from me): 

4 pounds young stringless 
green beans 

8 large cloves of garlic 


8 tsp. dill seed 

4 tsp. mustard seed 

8 whole hot dried chili pep¬ 
pers (or cmshed red pepper) 

l A cup pickling/canning 
salt 

5 cups white vinegar 

5 cups water 

Sterilize 8 pint canning 
jars. Rinse green beans, trim 
ends off, and cut beans to size 
if they are taller than the can¬ 
ning jar. 

Mix salt, vinegar, and wa¬ 
ter; bring to a boil and let sim¬ 
mer while you are packing 
jars. 

To each pint jar add 1 clove 
garlic, 1 tsp. dill seed, Z> tsp. 
mustard seed, and 1 chili pep¬ 
per (or % tsp. cmshed red pep¬ 
per). Pack beans tightly into 
the canning jars in a standing 
position. Ladle the hot brine 
into the jars, leaving l A inch of 
headspace. Place hot lids on 
the jars, screw rings on jars, 
and process in a boiling water 
bath for 10 minutes. Store at 
least two weeks before eat¬ 
ing.

Kentucky Health Benefit 
Exchange. 

The HBE serves as an 
online, one-stop market¬ 
place where individuals 
and employees of small 
businesses can shop for 
health insurance coverage. 

Through the exchange, 
those seeking coverage 
can compare costs, ben¬ 
efits and quality among 
different providers. 

To assist the pub¬ 
lic, kynect, Kentucky’s 
Healthcare Connection - 
was announced in May as 
part of the state’s health 
benefit exchange. 

“Basically, kynect is the 
‘public face’ of the health 
benefit exchange,” Jill 
Midkiff, Executive Direc¬ 
tor, Office of Communica¬ 
tions for the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Servic¬ 
es said. “It’s what people 
are going to see and be¬ 
come familiar with.” 

“It’s similar to online 
flight or motel booking 
sites,” Midkiff said, “but 
will have insurance pro¬ 
viders.” 

By using kynect, con¬ 
sumers will be able to 
“shop and compare rates 
and plans among provid¬ 


ers,” Midkiff said. 

She said rates will be 
“competitive” rates and 
health plans are simpli¬ 
fied. 

Health plans offered on 
kynect will be in one of 
four new metal categories 
- Bronze, Silver, Gold and 
Platinum. 

As the metal level in¬ 
creases in value from 
Bronze to Platinum, so 
does the percentage of 
medical expenses that the 
plan will cover. 

Calm before the storm 

Open enrollment for 
people who want to buy 
health insurance through 
kynect begins Oct. 1, but 
Midkiff said those wanting 
to conduct research can 
visit http://kynect.ky.gov. 

Once enrollment be¬ 
gins, participants can re¬ 
ceive help from insurance 
agents, specialists called 
“kynectors,” and customer 
service representatives 
who will assist in finding 
the best healthcare plan 
each person or situation. 

All plans will cover es¬ 
sential health benefits 
like doctor visits, trips to 
the hospital oremergency 


room, medicine and care 
for pregnant women and 
children. 

Coverage cannot be de¬ 
nied or canceled due to 
preexisting conditions. 

Midkiff said for those 
concerned about costs, 
kynect will provide infor¬ 
mation about help with 
monthly bills, out-of- 
pocket costs, and Medic¬ 
aid. 

Participants will be able 
to use kynect to determine 
what kinds of assistance 
they be eligible for. 

Kynect is expected to 
assist more than 600,000 
Kentuckians in secur¬ 
ing health care coverage 
through private insur¬ 
ance plans, Medicaid or 
the Kentucky Children’s 
Health Insurance Program 
(KCHIP). 

Through the exchange, 
an individual can also ap¬ 
ply and have eligibility de¬ 
termined for Medicaid and 
the Kentucky Children’s 
Health Insurance Program 
(KCHIP). 

The exchange will also 
guide individuals and 
businesses in applying for 
premium subsidies and tax 
credits.

While the position will 
be Stallworth’s first head 
coaching position, the 
new coach’s on-court suc¬ 
cesses are noteworthy. He 
began at John Hardin High 
School, leading his team 
to the Boys Sweet Sixteen 
Tournament in 2006 and 
becoming the school’s all- 
time leading scorer with 
1,491 points. 

Stallworth holds More- 
head’s record in treys at 
283. The 6’4” forward 
scored 1,404 points during 
his collegiate career and 
helped Morehead win the 
Ohio Valley Conference 
and reach the NCAA tour¬ 
nament for the first time in 
25 years in 2009. 

After completing his col¬ 
lege career Stallworth had 
a short run at a professional 
athletic career. He spent a 
year in the NBA’s develop¬ 
mental league playing for 
both the Tulsa 66ers and 
Maine Red Claws. 

Last season Stallworth 
acted as an assistant coach 
for St. Catherine’s College 
where he is currently pur¬ 
suing his Master’s degree 
in community health and 
leadership. 

“I will primarily be do¬ 
ing the head coaching job 


and I’ll be finishing my 
masters. I’m determined 
to get my masters,” Stall- 
worth said about his plans 
for the upcoming year; 
however, he is looking to 
move from Springfield, Ky. 
to the Casey County area 
as soon as possible. “I hope 
to find a place in Casey 
County soon, before the 
school year starts, so I’ll be 
a resident of Casey County. 
I’ll be full blown into (the 
community).” 

While the announcement 
came during the KHSAA 
dead period, during which 
coaches cannot work with 
their athletes, Stallworth is 
fortunate to have already 
had a chance to meet and 
even work with some of the 
players prior to his hiring. 

“It was good,” Stallworth 
said on his interactions so 
far with team members, 
noting he worked with se¬ 
nior Baylen Hill at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky’s bas¬ 
ketball camp under Coach 
Calipari. “Aside from that, 
I haven’t gotten to interact 
with them a lot and I’m 
looking forward to being 
able to be more hands on.” 

Confident in his abilities 
and the future of the team, 
Stallworth reiterated his 
readiness to work with his 
new team. 


“It will be a shock to the 
community what I’m going 
to bring to Casey County 
High School. I’m looking 
forward to that and trying 
to find our schedule. I’m 
trying to find more games 
and plan on having three 
or four big-time games to 
play this year,” Stallworth 
said, adding he feels a dif¬ 
ficult schedule, playing top 
ranked teams, will better 
the program. 

According to CCHS 
principal Josh Blevins, the 
coach will be able to be¬ 
gin practices after the dead 
period and after all offi¬ 
cial paper work has been 
processed. The rest of the 
boys’ coaching staff will 
remain the same with the 
exception of finding a new 
freshman coach as the posi¬ 
tion was vacated after last 
season. 

“We’re going to try to 
go from where we are,” 
Blevins said. “We’ll try 
to get someone that Mr. 
Stallworth agrees with 
(for the assistant position.) 
He wants to see us breed¬ 
ing that success within our 
kids. I feel he was a good 
candidate because of his 
experiences around the 
game. I think he’ll be able 
to relate to the kids and be 
able to motivate them.”

Ten people die 
on Kentucky 
roadways July 1-7 


Preliminary statistics in¬ 
dicate that 10 people died 
in seven separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, July 1 through 
Sunday, July 7, 2013. 

One triple-fatality, motor 
vehicle crash occurred in 
Perry County and one dou¬ 
ble-fatality motor vehicle 
crash occurred in Mason 
County. 

One single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred 
in each of the following 
counties: Barren, Green, 
Jefferson, Pulaski and War¬ 
ren. The victims in Barren, 
Green and Jefferson coun¬ 
ties were not wearing seat 
belts. The crash in Barren 
County involved the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

Five of the fatalities re¬ 
ported above occurred in 
four motor vehicle crashes 
during the Fourth of July 
holiday period, which start¬ 
ed at 6:00 p.m. on Wednes¬ 
day, July 3 and ended at 
11:59 p.m. on Sunday, July 
7. 

The crashes occurred in 
Barren, Green, Mason and 
Warren counties. Two of 
the victims were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts and one of the 
crashes involved the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol.) 


Through July 7, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics indicate that 
323 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky road¬ 
ways during 2013. This is 
74 fewer than reported for 
this time period in 2012. 
Of the 257 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 128 victims were 
not wearing seat belts. 

Twenty-nine of the 41 
motorcycle fatalities were 
not wearing helmets. The 
two ATV fatalities were not 
wearing helmets. One bi¬ 
cycle rider has been killed. 
Twenty-one pedestrians 
have been killed. 

One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has 
been reported. A total of 
65 fatalities have resulted 
from crashes involving the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

As of June 30, Kentucky 
has had 43 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported 
during 2013. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting 
erratic drivers to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police toll-free 
at 1-800-222-5555. Callers 
will remain anonymous and 
should give a description of 
the vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible. 


KSP investigated 15 
traffic accidents in 
the month of June 


During the month of June 
2013, there were 15 traffic 
accidents investigated by 
the State Police working in 
the Post 15 area in the 11 
counties of Adair, Casey, 
Clinton, Cumberland, 
Green, Marion, Metcalfe, 
Monroe, Russell, Taylor 
and Washington. 

There was one fatal col¬ 
lision during the month of 
June in the Post 15 area. 

Thompson, Ryan T. of 
Greensburg, was killed in 
Green County on June 25. 

This brings our yearly 


fatality count to eight com¬ 
pared with 10 through this 
same period in 2012. 

State wide fatality count 
stands at 310 compared 
with 372 through this same 
period in 2012. 

During the month of June 
2013, there were 958 cita¬ 
tions written, 205 courtesy 
notices written, 1140 ve¬ 
hicles inspected, 710 com¬ 
plaints answered, 77 mo¬ 
torists assisted, 56 criminal 
cases opened and 152 crim¬ 
inal arrests made.

Legislative News 

State legislation took effect June 25 


At the end of each leg¬ 
islative session, there is 
understandably a lot of 
discussion about what the 
General Assembly has 
passed. 

Although not given as 
much fanfare, the early 
to middle part of summer 
is an important period as 
well, because - other than 
those relatively rare cases 
when there is a specific 
enactment date or an emer¬ 
gency clause - that is when 
all legislation actually takes 
effect. This year, that date 
fell on June 25th. 

For one of the more high- 
profile new laws, that day 
was more like a starter’s 
pistol. In this case, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly did not set a 
specific time to begin rais¬ 
ing the state’s high school 
dropout age from 16 to 18; 
instead, my colleagues and 
I said the countdown could 
not begin until 55 percent 
of the state’s school dis¬ 
tricts first voted to make 
that change locally. 

To make sure that hap¬ 
pened quickly, Governor 
Beshear and other support¬ 
ers organized a campaign 
called Blitz to 96, the mag¬ 
ic number of districts need¬ 
ed to extend the new drop¬ 
out age statewide in 2016. 
If the success of the law’s 
first week is any indication, 
this should be a short-lived 
endeavor, since support¬ 
ers are already more than 
three-fourths of the way to 
their goal. 

Assuming Kentucky 
meets the threshold, we 
will join more than 20 oth¬ 
er states that have set their 
dropout age at 18. This 
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landmark change, updating 
a law passed in the 1930s, 
promises to play a signifi¬ 
cant role in reducing the es¬ 
timated 6,000 high school 
dropouts Kentucky unfor¬ 
tunately sees every year. 

Just as each legislative 
session has several laws 
improving education, there 
are also many that do the 
same for our criminal jus¬ 
tice system. This year, for 
example, we updated our 
laws to limit human traf¬ 
ficking, which has become 
much more prevalent in re¬ 
cent years. 

It’s estimated that, be¬ 
tween 2008 and 2012, there 
were more than 100 of these 
types of cases across Ken¬ 
tucky, with most involving 
prostitution or forced la¬ 
bor. Now, victims in many 
of these cases will be able 
to get the care they need 
rather than be charged with 
a crime they are forced to 
commit. 

Another crime we fo¬ 
cused on this year is child 
pornography. Before this 
latest change, some pedo¬ 
philes were able to exploit 
a legal loophole by saying 
they did not technically 
possess the material they 
witnessed over online net¬ 
works. Now, with some 
sensible exceptions for 
parents and others inves¬ 
tigating matters involving 
children in their care, in¬ 


tentional viewing of this 
obscene material is enough 
to charge pedophiles with a 
crime. 

Another area regularly 
addressed by the General 
Assembly is helping veter¬ 
ans and those still serving 
our country. This year, we 
took such steps as ensuring 
that temporary child-visi¬ 
tation orders put in place 
when a parent is deployed 
overseas will now revert to 
the previous child-custody 
order when the soldier re¬ 
turns home. 

Veterans with firefighter 
or EMT/paramedic train¬ 
ing in the military, mean¬ 
while, can now use that 
experience when applying 
for similar jobs locally, and 
other professional organi¬ 
zations are encouraged to 
follow in those footsteps 
where it is applicable. 

Veterans can also cite 
their military firearms 
training when applying for 
a concealed-carry license. 

Although their full ef¬ 
fective date either occurred 
this spring or will be phased 
in later, there are several 
other new laws worth men¬ 
tioning. Those include: 

■ Increasing transpar¬ 
ency and oversight of the 
state’s estimated 1,200 
special districts that run 
our public utilities, health 
departments, volunteer fire 
departments and municipal 
airports; 

■ Requiring screening 
for critical congenital heart 
disease in newborns, a pro¬ 
cess that will begin in Janu¬ 
ary. Kentucky sees about 
65 children bom with this 
condition every year; 


■ Allowing many of our 
four-year public universi¬ 
ties to move ahead with 
more than $360 million 
worth of constmction proj¬ 
ects; and 

■ Tweaking last year’s 
“pill mill” legislation so 
that officials can better tar¬ 
get prescription dmg abuse 
without putting an undue 
burden on law-abiding 
patients and doctors. In 
less than 18 months, we 
have seen steep declines in 
abuse, but have to be vigi¬ 
lant as addicts move to oth¬ 
er dmgs, such as heroin. 

Even as these new laws 
are being implemented, 
work is already underway 
to be ready when the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly returns in 
regular session in January. 
One area that promises to 
be spotlighted then is an 
overhaul of our juvenile 
justice laws. While it is 
too soon to say what will 
be proposed, an ongoing 
task force is looking to see 
what can be done to mod¬ 
ernize the law as it affects 
minors. 

As the second half of the 
year gets underway, the 
General Assembly will re¬ 
view issues like this more 
closely. Don’t hesitate to 
contact me if you have any 
thoughts or suggestions.

Hoax gets Taylor man in There's every reason to 
trouble with police feel drenched 


TAYLOR COUNTY (Campbellsville) - 

It all started with a phone call. 

Jerry Hayden was at his Shofner Road 
home on June 25 when the phone rang. 
It was a dispatcher from the Campbells- 
ville/Taylor County E-911 Center who 
wanted to know what was going on in¬ 
side his home. 

“I said, ‘There’s not a thing going 
on.’” 

Hayden said the dispatcher said there 
were Taylor County Sheriff’s deputies 
outside his home and he needed to walk 
outside. 

Doing as he was told, Hayden walked 
out his front door, with the phone to his 
ear. He was then ordered to sit the phone 
down and walk away from his home. 

As he walked toward the deputies, 
Hayden was ordered to get on the ground. 
As he moved, deputies and Campbells¬ 
ville Police officers held him down. 

Hayden said guns were aimed at him 
the entire time. 

After giving the officers permission to 
go inside his home, he said they pointed 
a gun toward Hayden’s son, who is 13. 
The teenager walked outside with his 
hands up. 

But after learning there was noth¬ 
ing illegal happening at the home, the 
officers removed the handcuffs and let 
Hayden go. 

“We just talked about what was going 
on,” Hayden said. 

Hayden said he was told police had 
received a phone call saying he had shot 
his wife and son. Hayden said he isn’t 
married. 

He said the caller told police he had 
shot his son and locked him in a bath¬ 
room. His son was reportedly bleeding 
badly. 

Hayden said he was told that when the 
emergency call was dispatched, gunfire 
could be heard in the background, which 
likely made officers believe the situa¬ 
tion was real and Hayden really had shot 
someone. But that wasn’t the case. 

However, Taylor County Sheriff Allen 
Newton said a shooting was reported to 
his deputies and they had to respond. 

“We got a 911 call and responded to 
it,” he said. “Pretty serious, pretty graph¬ 
ic call.” 

And when deputies receive a serious 
call like that one, Newton said, they treat 
it that way. 

“My officers follow the protocol,” he 
said. 

Campbellsville Police Chief Tim Hazlette 
said his officers responded to the scene to 
help deputies contain the situation, which 
was reported to be grave. 

After learning the call was a hoax, Hazlette 
said, the entire situation changed. 

“It changed the complexity of it,” he said. 
“We expected to find bodies.” 

Newton said his deputies have learned the 
emergency report came from a call service 
used by those who are hearing impaired or 
need other help communicating. 

After further investigation into the call, 
Newton said, deputies have learned the call 
was placed through an Xbox gaming sys¬ 
tem. 

He said the call has been traced to Canada, 
and an investigation into exactly where it 
came from is continuing. 

Hazlette said his officers are also looking 
into the situation. 

“We would like to identify who is respon¬ 
sible for this and charge them,” he said.

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) 

- Ten of the last 11 days have brought rain 
in Lexington, and the soaking might not be 
over. 

June 2013 was the lOth-wettest on record, 
and “in the first six days of July, we’ve had 
our normal rainfall for the month,” WKYT- 
TV Chief Meteorologist Chris Bailey said. 

So far this year, Lexington has gotten 33.73 
inches of precipitation — 9.13 inches above 
average, and 16.25 inches over this time last 
year, he said. 

All that has put Central Kentucky on track 
to have one of the wettest summers since 
record keeping began in the 1880s, Bailey 
said. 

There is a chance of rain every day through 
Thursday. 

Some parts of the state could get 3 to 6 
inches over the next few days, state officials 
warned. 

With so much water in so little time, fore¬ 
casters and emergency managers will be 
watching river and creek levels in Central 
Kentucky over the next several days. 

With gas tax hike, 
Kentucky drivers paying 
much more than Ohio 

KENTON COUNTY (Covington) 

While gasoline prices have fallen nationally 
and locally in recent weeks, Kentucky mo¬ 
torists are paying more in taxes. 

On July 1, the state excise tax went up 2.4 
cents to 32.3 cents a gallon. 

That puts the state’s gas tax a full 4 cents 
higher than Ohio’s 28 cents a gallon, further 
adding to the disparity in gas prices between 
Northern Kentucky and Ohio. 

According to the most recent price data 
available from the New Jersey-based Oil Price 
Information Service, the average price for a 
gallon of regular unleaded was nearly $3.65 in 
Northern Kentucky. 

But it was only $3.39 in Greater Cincinnati, 
furthering a continuing trend of higher prices 
south of the Ohio River. 

Both prices were slightly higher than at the 
same time last year. The national average was 
$3.49 per gallon, according to OPIS. 

Prices this week are averaging $3.35 per 
gallon of regular fuel in Ohio, unchanged from 
a year ago. 

In Kentucky, the current average price is 
$3.50 per gallon. 

“The prices are at a five-month low,” said 
Cheryl Parker, spokeswoman for AAA in Cin¬ 
cinnati. “That’s great news.” 

This year’s high point in Northern Kentucky 
was $3.97, reached on June 10. Cincinnati hit 
the same high price on that same date. 

The increase in Kentucky’s tax rate was 
automatic, the result of a state law that partly 
ties the gas tax rate to the average wholesale 
price of gas. 

That law has triggered small increases in 
Kentucky’s gas tax rate in nine of the last 10 
years. 

The latest hike put the overall rate at nearly 
double the 2003 tax of 16.4 cents per gallon. 

Prices in Northern Kentucky are higher 
also because the region is required to use a 
more expensive type of gasoline that bums 
more cleanly to meet clean air standards. 

Southwest Ohio uses a different kind of 
gas that evaporates more slowly as part of 
that area’s plan to meet clean air standards. 

Parker said that if travelers head south 
in Kentucky, they’ll see such prices as 
Lexington’s average at $3.32 per gallon 
and Louisville’s $3.43 per gallon.

Myths and facts about lightning 


Myth: Lightning never 
strikes the same place twice. 

Fact: Lightning often 

strikes the same place repeat¬ 
edly, especially if it’s a tall, 
pointy, isolated object. The 
Empire State Building is hit 
nearly 100 times a year. 

Myth: If it’s not raining or 
there aren’t clouds overhead, 
you’re safe from lightning. 

Fact: Lightning often 

strikes more than 3 miles 
from the center of the thun¬ 
derstorm, far outside the rain 
or thunderstorm cloud. “Bolts 
from the blue” can strike 10 
to 15 miles from the thunder¬ 
storm. 

Myth: Rubber tires on a car 
protect you from lightning 
by insulating you from the 
ground. 

Fact: Most cars are safe 
from lightning, but it is the 
metal roof and metal sides 
that protect you, NOT the 
mbber tires. Remember, con¬ 
vertibles, motorcycles, bi¬ 
cycles, open-shelled outdoor 
recreational vehicles and cars 
with fiberglass shells offer 
no protection from lightning. 
When lightning strikes a 
vehicle, it goes through the 



metal frame into the ground. 
Don’t lean on car doors dur¬ 
ing a thunderstorm. 

Myth: When a lightning 
victim is electrified, you will 
get electrocuted if you touch 
them. 

Fact: The human body 
does not store electricity. It is 
perfectly safe to touch a light¬ 
ning victim to give them first 
aid. This is the most chilling 
of lightning myths. Imagine if 
someone died because people 
were afraid to give CPR. 

Myth: If you are outside in 
a thunderstorm, you should 
seek shelter under a tree to 
stay dry. 

Fact: Being underneath 
a tree is the second leading 
cause of lightning casualties. 
Better to get wet than to get 
fried. 

Myth: If you are in a house, 
you are 100 percent safe from 
lightning. 

Fact: A house is a safe place 


to be during a thunderstorm 
as long as you avoid anything 
that conducts electricity. This 
means staying off corded 
phones, electrical appliances, 
wires, TV cables, computers, 
plumbing, metal doors and 
windows. Windows are haz¬ 
ardous for two reasons: wind 
generated during a thunder¬ 
storm can blow objects into 
the window, breaking it and 
causing glass to shatter and 
second, in older homes, in 
rare instances, lightning can 
come in cracks in the sides of 
windows. 

Myth: If thunderstorms 
threaten while you are outside 
playing a game, it is okay to 
finish it before seeking shel¬ 
ter. 

Fact: Many lightning casu¬ 
alties occur because people do 
not seek shelter soon enough. 
No game is worth death or 
lifelong injuries. Seek proper 
shelter immediately if you 
hear thunder. Adults are re¬ 
sponsible for the safety of 
children. 

Myth: Structures with 
metal or metal on the body 
(jewelry, cell phones, MP3 
players, watches, etc.) attract 


lightning. 

Fact: Height, pointy shape 
and isolation are the dominant 
factors controlling where a 
lightning bolt will strike. The 
presence of metal makes abso¬ 
lutely no difference on where 
lightning strikes. Mountains 
are made of stone but get 
sfruck by lightning many 
times a year. When lightning 
threatens, take proper protec¬ 
tive action immediately by 
seeking a safe shelter, don’t 
waste time removing metal. 
While metal does not attract 
lightning, it does conduct it so 
stay away from metal fences, 
railing, bleachers, etc. 

Myth: If I’m trapped out¬ 
side and lightning is about to 
strike, I should lie flat on the 
ground. 

Fact: Lying flat increases 
your chance of being affected 
by potentially deadly ground 
current. If you are caught out¬ 
side in a thunderstorm, keep 
moving toward a safe shelter.

Dear Savvy Senior, 

What are my options for 
choosing an executor for 
my will? I was considering 
asking one of my kids to 
do it but I don’t think any 
of them are up for the job. 
What can you tell me? 

Still Kicking 

Dear Kicking, 

Choosing an executor 
- the person or institu¬ 
tion you put in charge of 
administering your estate 
and carrying out your fi¬ 
nal wishes - is one of the 
most important decisions 
in preparing a will. 

Picking the right ex¬ 
ecutor can help ensure the 
prompt, accurate distribu¬ 
tion of your possessions 
with a minimum of family 
friction. Some of the du¬ 
ties required include: 

• Filing court papers to 
start the probate process 
(this is generally required 
by law to determine the 
will’s validity). 

• Taking an inventory of 
everything in the estate. 

• Using your estate’s 
funds to pay bills, includ¬ 
ing taxes, funeral costs, 
etc. 

• Handling details like 
terminating credit cards, 
and notifying banks and 
government agencies like 
Social Security and the 
post office of the death. 

• Preparing and filing fi¬ 
nal income tax returns. 

• Distributing assets to 
the beneficiaries named in 
the will. 


Given all the responsi¬ 
bility, the ideal candidate 
should be someone who is 
honest, dependable, well 
organized, good with pa¬ 
perwork and vigilant about 
meeting deadlines. 

Who to Choose 

Most people think first 
of naming a family mem¬ 
ber, especially a spouse or 
child, as executor. If, how¬ 
ever, you don’t have an 
obvious family member to 
choose, you may want to 
ask a trusted friend, but 
be sure to choose someone 
in good health or younger 
than you who will likely 
be around after you’re 
gone. 

Also, if your executor 
of choice happens to live 
in another state, you’ll 
need to check your state’s 
law to see if it imposes 
any special requirements. 
Some states require an 
out-of-state executor to be 
a family member or a ben¬ 
eficiary, some require a 
bond to protect your heirs 
in case of mismanage¬ 
ment, and some require 
the appointment of an in¬ 
state agent. 

Also keep in mind that 


if the person you choose 
needs help settling your 
estate they can always call 
on an expert like an attor¬ 
ney or tax account to guide 
them through the process, 
with your estate picking 
up the cost. 

If, however, you don’t 
have a friend or relative 
you feel comfortable with, 
you could name a third 
party executor like a bank, 
trust company or a profes¬ 
sional who has experience 
dealing with estates. If 
you need help locating a 
pro, the National Associa¬ 
tion of Estate Planners and 
Councils (naepc.org) and 
the National Academy of 
Elder Law Attorneys (nae- 
la.org) are great resources 


that provide directories on 
their websites to help you 
find someone. 

Executor Fees 

Most family members 
and close friends (espe¬ 
cially if they are a benefi¬ 
ciary) serve for free, but if 
you opt for a third party 
executor it will cost your 
estate. Executor fees are 
set by each state and typi¬ 
cally run anywhere from 
1 to 5 percent depending 
on the size of the estate.

Whoever you choose to 
serve as your executor, be 
sure you get their approval 
first before naming him or

13 in Rupp Arena in Lex¬ 
ington. 

Along with 11 other state 
FFA officers, Ware will 
serve more than 15,000 
FFA members across the 
Commonwealth during the 
next year. 

Ware said that although 
she was honored to be 
elected, it will be a con¬ 
tinuation of her service to 
others in an organization 
that she loves. 

“As a representative for 
the Lake Cumberland Re¬ 


gion, I’ll go to chapters 
and visit workshops with 
younger kids. I will also 
be speaking at banquets 
and go to the State Fair in 
August to represent FFA,” 
she said. 

And Ware will perform 
her FFA duties during her 
freshman year while at¬ 
tending the University of 
Kentucky, where she’ll 
major in Agricultural Bio¬ 
technology, and eventually, 
physical therapy.

January of her senior season. 

RH: You redshirted your 
freshman year. Did this have 
to do with your late season 
injury at Casey County? 

MP: My redshirting had 
nothing to do with my knee 
injury at Casey. I fractured 
my foot twice when I started 


playing here, which caused 
me to miss half of the season 
so they decided to redshirt me 
to heal my foot and get every- 
thing healthy. 

RH: What was good about 
redshirting this first year of 
college and what did you not 
like about it?

Fish offshore for post-spawn largemouth bass 


The wet and unseasonably 
cool weather pattern lately seems 
more consistent with Derby 
week than the recent Fourth of 
July holiday 

Chris Hickey, black bass re¬ 
search biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources, said the cool weather 
delayed the largemouth bass 
spawn a couple of weeks, but 
now everything is on schedule as 
we head into the heat of summer. 

He said anglers report lar¬ 
gemouth bass gathering on the 
channel ledges on Kentucky and 
Barkley lakes. 

Summer fishing for large¬ 
mouth bass frustrates many 
anglers, although anglers them¬ 
selves are usually the source of 
the problem. 

The anglers often don’t 
change the presentation or places 
they fish from the spring season, 
although their summer catch of¬ 
ten consists of a few small male 
“buck” bass. 

Forget fishing the visible 
cover along the bank and instead 
concentrate on off-shore struc¬ 
tures such as channel ledges, 
submerged islands, humps and 
long points to catch bass during 
the day in July and August. 

Studying a map of the un¬ 
derwater features reveals these 
fish-holding structures. Anglers 
should plan on probing several 
during a day of fishing. 

“I look for three things for 
deep ledge fishing,” said Ryan 


Oster, federal aid coordinator for 
the fisheries division of Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “The first is 
the presence of bait, the second 
is stumps and the third is current. 
Mussel beds on the ledge are also 
a big help.” 

Oster, formerly the assistant 
western fisheries district biologist 
who helped manage Kentucky 
and Barkley lakes, prefers deep 
running crankbaits, 7- to 10-inch 
straight-tailed worms rigged on 
Shakey heads and heavy foot¬ 
ball jig and trailer combinations 
to fish ledges from 12 to 25 feet 
deep on these lakes. 

“I like the Sexy Shad color for 
clear water and the chartreuse 
Sexy Shad for stained water in 
my deep crankbaits,” Oster said. 
“Typically, bass want it rak¬ 
ing across the bottom. On some 
days, fish want a slow and steady 
retrieve and on others, they want 
a fast retrieve. Mix it up until 
they hit.” 

Boat positioning is impor¬ 
tant to keep these lures crawling 
on the bottom and across those 
underwater ledges and humps. 
Some anglers use marker buoys 
to visualize the ledge or hump. 

Slowly crawl a Shakey head 
rig along the bottom, stop it ev- 
eiy few feet and shake the rod tip 
to wiggle the worm and entice 
bass. Anglers fishing jigs may 
also work the bottom, but many 
“stroke” a heavy football jig by 
ripping it off the bottom with their 
rod tip and letting the lure fall on 


a slack line. Trophy largemouths 
often hit the jig on the fall. 

Use at least bounce of weight 
to get down to the deep struc¬ 
ture. Many opt for 3 /4-ounce or 
1-ounce jigs. Shakey worms in 
green pumpkin, black or purple 
work well in deep water. Black 
jigs in combination with blue, 
purple, brown or chartreuse pro¬ 
duce deep bass. 

During the hottest times of the 
year, largemouth bass suspend 
over the ledge or hump and ig¬ 
nore lures worked on bottom. 
A swimbait works well for sus¬ 
pended bass. 

Pearl-colored swimbaits with 
shades of gray, blue and light 
purple work well. Fish the swim- 
bait just above bottom rigged on 
a %-ounce or 3/8-ounce head as 
heavier heads deaden the lure’s 
action. Oster prefers 5-inch 
swimbaits. 

Points that extend well out 
into the lake are high percentage 
spots for summer largemouth 
bass. Jigs slowly crawled across 
the point in water 15 to 25 feet 
deep draws strikes. Points with 
stumps or chunk rock on them 
hold the most fish. 

The best ledge fishing is on 
Kentucky Lake, Lake Barkley 
and Barren River Lake. Most 
lakes across Kentucky have long 
extended points and many have 
underwater humps. 

Get off the bank and catch 
huge bass on the hottest days.

To date, 88 school boards 
have adopted the measure, 
Casey County School Super¬ 
intendent Marion Sowders 
said.

County School System al¬ 
ready has several good pro¬ 
grams in place.
